D ENVER (Colo.) July 29.—Charging 
that the conservation bills known 
as Senate Bills No. 6484 and 6486 
to 5492, inclusive, introduced at the 
last session of Congress, will, if 
adopted, seriously retard western min- 
ing development and add to the already 
heavy burdens .of mining men, weat- 
ern mining men are planninga strenu- 
ous fight against these measures at 
the annual session of the American 
Mining Congress to be held in Los An- 
geles beginning September 26. 

The official call for this meeting was 
issued at the Denver headquarters to- 
day and 3000 delegates are expected to 
attend, representing the important min- 
ing centers in the United staten, Can- 
ada, Mexico and Alaska.

The hydro-elec- 
tric plant they have installed at the 
falls of the Necaxa Kiver, near the 
City of Mexico, is one of the largest of 
ite kind in the world. lt already rep- 
resents an investment of about $46,006,- 


000 gold and when enlarged it wil! have 


eost about $75,000,000, goid, it is stated. 
In addition to the plant and transmis- 
sion lines that reach to the City of 
Mexico, Puebia, El Oro and Pachuca, 
Mr. Pearson and associates own the 
électric tramways system in the capi- 
tai of the republic and that in Puebla. 

Dr. Pearson and his associates nuw 
own the nucleus of what promises to 
be one of the greatest -. independent 
railway systems in this country. It 


port of Agiabampo, on the Pacifle 
<oast of Mexico. The first intimation 
that the general public had of the rail- 
eoad plans of Dr. Pearson and associ- 
ates was when the official announce. 
ment Was made that they had pur- 
chased the Chihuahua and Pacific and 
the Rio Urande, Sierra Madre and Pa- 
cific roads. 

‘The new owners took over and 
merged these two properties under the 
name of the Mexico Northwestern 
Raltlroad. They obtained a concession 
from the government to extend the line 
south from Terrazas to a connection 
with the Chihuahua division at Ma- 
aera, 116 miles. Construction of this 
extension will be finished some time in 
October. A concession has also been 
granted the Dr. ‘Pearson interests to 
extend the lroad system west from 
Minaca to Tigre ahd thence south 
to the port of Agiabampo, and to build 
@ branch line from Bi Tigre to Con- 
ichi, State of Sonora, where it will con- 
nect with the Yaqui River branch of 
the Southern Paci Railroad to Mex- 
ico. Dr. Pearson and associates also 


acquired from the Cienequite Copper 


Company a concession to bufld a rail- 
road from Agua Prieta, on the Ari- 
zona-Mexico order, to a connection 
with its El Paso-Chihuahua line. about 


sixty-five miles north of Madera. 


It is authoritatively announced that 
there will be no cessation in the con- 


struction work until the entire system 
as now planned is finished. t is 
claimed by engineers that the Agiu- 


bampo line will be shorter and of 


lower grade than the Kansas City, 
Mexico and Orient, which is being bui't 
through the same part of Mexico. 


The Mexico Northwestern system 


will aggregate about 1100 miles of 
track as now planned. The rt that 
it wil) afford an outlet for the Rock 
Island to the Pacifle Coast of Mexicc 
lends additional interest to the project. 


Besides his vast electrical and raill- 


way interest in Mexico, Dr. Pearson isa 
at the head of the largest lumber man- 
ufacturi enterprise in the republic. 
He and his associates own  %,000,000 
acres of timber land, situated adjacent 
to the Mexico Northwestern Railroad. 
This is said to be the largest privately 
ewned timber holdings upon the conti- 
nent. Lumber milis, having an aggre- 
gate daily capacity of 565.000 feet of 
iumber, are already owned by the Pear- 
som. interest at Madera, and plans 
have been acopted for the erection of 
several other mills. This 3,000,000-acre 
timber tract covers such a wide ex- 
panse of territory that parts of it have 
been only casually explored. It is a 
paradise fer wild game, such as deer, 
bear and many other kinds of animals. 
it ig stated that in the rougher parts 
many mountain sheep have been geen. 
Connected with the lumber manufac- 
turing enterprise, Dr. Pearson and as- 
sociates operate large turnentine atitis.

Citizens who have not paid

The Assessor has broken all 
records this year in collecting 
this tax. He has extracted $2 
each from more than 98,000 per- 
sons.

CHANGE IN HEADSHIP RAISES 


PROBLEM IN FUTURE. 


Several Things That Have Rather 
Disrupted the Bureau, and May 
Cause its Abolition and Consolida- 
tion of ite Work With Other De- 
partments.

In changing the head of the Bureau 
ef Manufactures in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, Secretary Nagel 
has taken a step that has been ex- 
pected for a good while past.

REFORMS PROPOSED BY STRAUS. 
Secretary Straus had investigated the 
whole statistical situation in the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, with 
the original idea of 
Bureau of Statistics with the Census.

mittee which was then engaged on the 
work that the plan urged upon the Sec- 
retary for the amalgamation referred 
to was unwise.

This will apparently continue 
the existing duplication of work on 
commercial matters, which has been 80 
serious a defect In the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, as well as all 
other departments, unless some new 
field can be found for the Bureau of 
Manufactures that will enable it to 
occupy itself with lines of work largely 
different from any that it has hereto- 
fore pursued, while permitting the 
lopping off of the older lines of work 
which cannot now be car- 
ried on in the bureau. | 
LINES OF FUTURE WORK. 

' There seems to be little doubt in the 
mind of any one familiar with the 
work of the Bureau of Manufacturers 
that there .must be some fresh mode 
of dealing with the consular. reports. 
The State Department has always 
been desirous of getting back the con- 
trol over these reperts and of issuing 
them through the Bureau of Foreign 
Trade Relations. That seems to be 
the place where they can best be man- 
aged. If, however, they are to be con- 
tinued in the Bureau of Mahufac- 
turers, there is a very strong demand 
for the cessation of the serious blun- 

absurdities which are 
large numbers. Even more difficult, 
probably, is the tgriff question. The 
bureau’s tariff division has heretofore 
been concerned in compiling foreign 
tariff: and in iseul brochures re- 
lating to changes in t tariffs. All 
this work, except that of the bare 
publication, is being done by the Tar- 
iff Board in the Treasury and by the 
employés of the State De t, 
and there is a strong feeling that 
unless something. new can be foundé 
for the tariff division it ought to go 
out of Dusiness entirely. Should this 
division and the consular reports be 
lopped off, the question would remain 
whether there was really any impor- 
tant work to be done by the bureau 
at ali. The new chief has therefore
